The figures of births and deaths shown in this 
statement for week ending the i6th June, 1956 
relate to 256 towns with an estimated population of 
35,145 thousands.

The 
number of births and deaths recorded in these

(a) States {Part A and C ). — The data here relate 
to 210 towns with an estimated population of 28,766 
thousands. Information about Assam, could not be in- 
cluded.

The number of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 2,576 and 957 representing birth 
and death rates of 2ro and 7 8 per thousand of 
population respectively. No town recorded a high death 
rate of 50 ov over per thousands of population.
